Two $25,000 Damage Suita,

The borongh of Reynoldaville has two
825,000 sultu for damage on [ts hands, in
the cases of A, M. Camoron, who fell
off the sidewnlk in tho enst end of town
January 2nd, 1505, and broke his laft
shouldor bong, and Mra, Ann Sandars,
who stopped off the sidewalle near Solo-
mon Shaffor's on the 19th of June, 1805,
and was Injured.

The records show purt of Camoeron’s
declnration against the borough  of
Reynoldsville, which was filed In the
Prothonotary's offiee Oct. Oth, 1805, to
be as follows: “'Said walk not boing pro-
tected by proper guned eall or other
maeans, and not having sald wallk free
from necumulations of snow and leo,
Mr, Cameron slipped and fell off said
slde or foot walk and by the sald fall
was brulsed, eut, erushed and his loft
nrm  diglocated at the shoulder and
broken, and thereby disabled, whereby
the sald A, M. Cameron, by renson of
the negligencs of the sald defendant,
gufferad gront paln and angulsh of body
and mind, and s likely to experlenco
such pain and anguish throngh life, has
been permanently injured (n health and
hody, and maimed for life, has and will
be subject to great inconveniwneo and
expense for doctor bills, Is dlsabled to
work, has suffered both a temporary
and a permanent loss of earning power
and has and will through life sustain
groat peeuniavy loss, and hos been Ine
jured and sustained damage to  the
amount of #25,000, which amount the
plaintiff belleves is justly due him from
the defondant, and therefore, he brings
this suit,"

Mrs. Ann Sandors' declaration, which
was filed Sept. Oth, 1805, after a lengthy
desaription of the sidewalk and its dan-
goerous condition, Is as follows: “That

work. Following I8 the answer given
to the committee, which was signed by
8. B, Elllott, manager of the B, L. &
Y. C. M. On:

“The right of man to work or not
work for whom ho plenses should not be
questioned, and the right for one party
to employ or not employ one whom he
pleases stands on precisely the samoe
grounds of justios and lthorty. As this
company does not demuand that anyone
should work for it who does not want
to do so, it claims the equal privilege of
having none work for It whom it does
not want, and this vight oannot be sue-
rendered,  The exercise of this eight,
however, will always be controlled by
dus rogard for every just and squitablo
conslderation.”
